As said, opp- 
osition to war seem* tu b u Unait'liioliSi II is only 
when we come to consider Iho Ideas expressed as lo 
Its causes, and whnt should be done In tho future, 
that we begin to notice variation. Willi the greater 
Interest In economics, has come n deeper Insight Inlo 
underlying economic reasons for war. More nnd morn 
students are believing In. an expanding Imperialist 
capitalism lis a cause or Interiinllonni struggle — 
capitalism and all lis Attendant phenomena, tariff 
barriers, surplus populations, elc, The relation be- 
tween economics nnd war Is clearly aeen, 

Hut more than economic questional polllicnl 
ilUqstious come In Tor their shnro of blutue, Tho fight 
for territory, for boundary expansion, ror Hnllsfncllon 
of nnllomtl pride, are more widely held as reasons 
for war, than economic causes. Truo Iho edllorial 
and feature writers blamo chplliillsm, Jlul the other 
students object. They see as a cause for tho Ureal 
War the national, rather Ihan tho economic, dcïhc 
of Germany and Austria. Hungary lo expand. Mu\ 
they sec that tirent Urllalii entored the war merely 
because Belgium, whom sho had promised to protect, 
had been attacked. Of course, not everybody outside 
the newspapers have those Ideas. Opinions vary con- 
siderably, and lhc most radical, as well as Ihe mosl 
conservative Ideas arc held. Jlut the most widespread 
notion Is thnl of political causation, whiio n lesser 
number of students believe in lhc economic muses of 
war. 
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Future.

The differences In beliefs as lo Iho causes of 
war naturally bring about differences In opinions n.i 
to what should be done In tho future. Quoting again, 
this time from tho Xaverlnn Weekly: 

"In our larger universities lliore Is generally 
a group, very small, that favors any action de- 
signed to prevent Canadian participation In fu- 
ture wars. Then (hero Is aiiothor small portion 
of Ihe student bodies which heartily endorses 
the nggrcsslvo chlp-on-tho-shoiildcr altiludo 
which those who want war call "preparedness". 
In between theso two stands tho majority of Iho 
university students of Canada." 
The desire of tho first-mentioned group above 
is to aid In bringing about peace throughout t h e 
world. The deslro of tho others seems to be to sec 
first that Canada keeps out of war, then, when Can- 
adian penco Is assured, to look after tho others. The 
best way of realizing this, some think, /Is to take tho 
"SI vis paeem . . ." outlook. Hence, except In the 
editorial columns, the recent defence moves of the 
Government have raised no great furore. "Wo must 
be prepared lo defend our country," say these stu- 
dents. They would tnke part in a defensive war, but 
no other. / 

The greatest number, however, believe lu a 
strictly isolationist policy for Canada. They are con- 
vinced that we could, and should, keep ourselves 
aloof from the rest of the world, and thus insure our 
peace. In opposition to this, of course, stand those 
whose faith. lies firmly with the League of Nations 
nnd collective security. While a modification of both 
Ideas, spreading rapidly, Is the belief in the efficacy 
of a Pah- American League. 

The students of Canada, then are of all shades 
of belief and opinion as to tho causes of, and reme- 
dies for, war. Their Interest hi tho whole ni'cslion 
cannot be doubted. Discussions, debates, sj mpos- 
itims, are continually being held o'n the subject. The 
Student Peace Movement Is a national organization. 
Peace rallies were held all over the country during 
Armistice week. And that week was mado occasion 
Tor Impassioned expression of the idea and fervent 
hope that what, happened twcnly-two years ago 
Should not happen again. 

Said .1/' Robinson? president of the University of 
Manitoba Students Society: 

"Armistice Is undoubtedly a day or remem- 
brance", "It is a day In which Hie oludcnt can 
recall Ihe heroism, or the men who died on Iho 
field of battle, and a day. which recalls for hi ni 
the horrors of a war. II. Is my sincere hope. Unit 
we shall' never have occasion In experience an- 
other JOH."

I by a com- 
mun allegiance (,i the Crown, It would be in accord with Ihe eslabllslied 
coiistllutlonal position of all the members of I ho Coninioliwoallh In ini 
lalloii t.i one anotlier Hull any allerntinn In Ihe law- touching Ihe Suo- 
cesslon lo llie Throne or Ihe Itoynl Slyle and Titles shall hcrcafler 
reiiuire the assent as well or Ihe Parllanienls nf all Ilia Dominions n» 
ot ihe I'lirlliinicni or Ihe Ullllcd Klngihuii." This jirciiuibla wnn origin- 
ally Inserted In order lo make It appear Hint' no domlltlllll might iieceds 
wlthiilil the enlisent of llie oilier dominions, II Is now discovered In glv« 
Ihe dominions a rigid, noiivcniloiml If mil legal. In pronouncn upon Ihe 
abdication; The preamble to a sliiltitc Is mil slrlclly law; IT the llrllish 
Parllttmenl were to Ignore Ihe wishes or the dominions and to enact 
Hie stiilule ot nbdlen.tlon wlihoul I heir conseul. II Is pinbablo Hint the 
kingship would Inimodliitely be changed for llie whole coinmonw enllti, 
Neierlheless such acllon would be a Ineaili of ivllnl In now m well- 
deflhçd pincediire. For llial reason Mr. •Miickenxio King has properly mi- 
nounccd ihnl his gnvcrnnicnl has itollrièd the Hiîllsh Covernnieiil. on 
behalf or Canada, that this Dominion consents lo Ilia proposed legislation. 
This aiilon ,ir ihe Dominion govorninotil will he Lonrirmcd by loglslnllon 
by the Dpmlulnn Parliament al Ha nexl session. Tim other dominions, 
with the possible evcepllon of Mm Irish Fren Klale, will do likewise.

From one 
point of view this action emphasizes llie unity of the Commonwealth under 
the frown; hut from another point of view II also Indicates Hint Ihe 
union is a personal one. Il suggests thai Hie King ot Bngiand Is not 
nutoinatlwilly King of Canada, hill Hint Ills linlllorUy In and over this 
dominion rests ultimately upon tho consonl or Ihe Canadian and not 
morel) or (ho Knglish people. The dil'lsllillily ,,r the Crown Is thereby 
emphasized j- a point which will have great bearing upon the question, 
much discussed these days, as lo whelher one part of the Common- 
wealth may he neutral when nnolher part Is at war. 

Should any dominion refuse lo 'consent In Ihe legislation authorizing 
the alkliciitlon. some "confusion may be created. Legally, speaking, II 
may lie argued, as suggested above. Unit the preamble lo Ihe Stalulo 
of Westminster ,| 0PS no t enact positive, law- inil merely suggests a prin- 
ciple, or practice that ought to be followed. II might also be ai'gMlcri 
tliat ihe "law touching Ihe succession" is not really being ,-illercd at 
all: all that Is happening Is. that Ihc Crown Is passing lo the nexl heir, 
m strict accordance with the Ait of Settlemenl, exactly as If Kdwnrd 
VIII had died Instead nf abdicating. Il is Hue also that the legal sov- 
ereignty of the Imperial Parliament still exists In llieory. so that II may 
disregard even ihe provisions of the Statute of Westminster Itself. As 
a last ,-esort, the view might bo put forward that Hie king has a right 
lo abdicate of his own free will, thus vacating the throne and automa- 
tically transferring It to the Duke of York at tho moment he signed 
his declaration: in which case all tho subsequent legislation, In Kngland 
or elsewhere, is superfluous. If any of these arguments is valid, tho 
refusal of a Dominion lo consent lo Hie abdication would make no dif- 
ference: the new king will reign over the whole Commonwealth, hut 
such reasoning is narrowly legalistic, anil there Is much logic In Iho 
position that, since all the dominions should agree In order lo change 
ihe succession, tip change can otoiir until Ihey nil have agreed. Carried 
to ils logical conclusion this would mean that 1*1 ward VIII would not 
.ease lo reign until the last dominion had nsaoritcil to the. statute 
legalizing Ihe change; il would also follow thai any one dominion could 
still keep Edward on the throne. These are Ihe kinds ot difficulty which 
the new concept <>r Commonivcnlth kingship entails, and the law of ihe 
constitution is still inadéquate lo provide an exact rule tor so novel 
situation.

In lhal a woman is Ihe cause. It Is the 
Hist lime loo Hint Parliament has play- 
ed a pari. II is now unconstitutional 
for a king of Kngland lo abdicate with- 
out tho consent or Iho two Houses of 
Parliament. In racl, James II, who 
threw the Ureal Seal Into (he Thames 
on his flight to France, did not formal- 
ly resign Iiio Crown, and hence, In the 
opinion or Parliament, did not abdicate, 

Apart from Kngland, abdications have 
been frequent in ihe last len years. In 
fact, Ihe count Is nine since 11)17. Al- 
mnst Invariably they were results of 
(he War and consequent revolution. 

Itlvhard II, about whom plays have 
been Written, was Ihe first lo sign an 
abdication of his rlghls mi September 
HO, 1,'llMl, after ruling for twenty-two 
years, lie had built up an absolu to 
monarchy by h irtlld reign of terror, 
when he made an expedition Into Ire- 
land In subdue the Cells. On his re- 
turn ho found his cousin Henry or 
llollngbroko In power, lie was prompt- 
ly forced lo sign bis abdication; owning 
himself therein lo bo useless and In- 
efficient, In save, his life. He was Int. 
prisoned and consequently died Ihc fol- 
lowing year. During his reign he had 
married twice, his first queen. Anno or 
llohcmla, having died when he married 
ihe eight years' old Isabella, daughter 
of Charles VI of France. 

The olher ense Is Ihe one of l.ady 
Jane. (irey. This sixtcenJycar-old girl 
the great grand-daughter of Henry VII. 
had Ihe crown settled upon her by Kd- 
ward VI. When ho died she was do- 
clnied queen by Ihe Lord Mayor of Ox- 
ford. Her father, due lo the circufn- 
stonccs of her accession, forced her to 
rellngiilsh her crown. Willingly she did 
this on July 'JO In iôô'J. She was how- 
ever, Imprisoned, and beheaded in Ihe 
nexl year for admitted high treason,
